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True ant Tmpartial Account of the Proceedings b-tw2en Mr. Samuel Smith, 
Merchant in Roſs, and Galpert Labalme, Major, in Majr-General 12 
' Meloniere's Regiment. | 


Mr. Samuel Smith, met him at ſeven a clock at Night in his Kitchin by the 

fire (ide, and receiving the ſaid Biller, toid the Major he was not, by ACt of 

Parliament, to Quarter any body, and that he had aiready given the beſt 
Room to the Governor of Dungannon Fort, whom he was writing a Letter co, and ex- 
xefted ro come very {peedl'y. . ; 

The ſaid Major then deſired Mr. Sm#th to give him a room with a Chimney in it, 
which he would not do, whereupon the {aid Major told him the Kitchin was a very bad- 
place for a man ſick and old as he was, and if he would give him leave tobring in a bua- 
die of Tents roly on, he would make a ſhift tor that Night, The ſaid Smith with much 
iotreating did at laſt conſent toit ; but one Capt. Depersy of the Regiment bzing infor- 
med of this, came about mid-night to his Major, and finding him in fo ill a condition, 
got his own Field-bed to be ſet up in the ſaid Kitehin for the [aid Major to lye in. 

Natwithſ{tinding this hardſhip put upon the ſaid Major, he the next day, being the 
24th, in the morning, delired his Landiord Smith to drink a diſh of Coffee with him, 
and to accept of a Cinner from him that day, which he retuſed : The Major then begged 
of him again to get him another place to ly in ; who replied that the Governor of Dan- 
2an0n atoreſaid, would certainly come that day, and fo he could not for the preſenc give 
him any other accommodation, but ifafter all he ſhould be obliged to quarter him, he 
would give him a Chamber without a Chrnney: 

On the 25th, being Sunday, the Major having obtained fome fire in a little Parlour 
near the Kitchin, deſired the Houſe-keeper to tell her Maſter, that it he would permic 
him to ſet up his own Field-bed there he would be thankful ro him ; to which he repiied 
that the Major ſhould have good Quarters the next day ; and ſo he was forced to ly in the 
Kitchin again, but gave the Houlc-keeper 164. for her trouble and the fire he had thac 
day In the {aid Parlour. 

Oa the 26th, in the Morning, the ſaid Sith coming to the Major, told him he ſhould 
have good Accommodation that day ia his Houſe, for the Governor of Dung anon would 
either come or ſend his Orders, and the Major would ſoon be ſatisfied. 

Abour one hour after came a man with Boots on into the Kitchin, who told Mr. Smith 
that the Governor of Dunganor preſented his ſervice to him, and had ſent him to get his 
Room ready, they both weat up, and alittle while after the Houſe keeper came down, 
and told the Major her Maſter had ſent her to let him know that preſently he ſhould 
have the beſt Room in the Houſe, and ly that Night with the Governor's Lady, ſhe weac 
up again, and about a quarter. of an hour after returned into the Kitchen, and ſaid, bad 
News M-jor, the Governor's man hath taken the key of the fine Room, and is goneaway 
with it ; whereupon the ſaid Major continuing fick, defired tt:e Soverain of the Town to 
give himſelf the crouble to come and fpeak te his unkind Landlord, and try whether: he 
coul get him a Room with a Chimney, which he accordingly did, but could not perſuade 
the ſaid Smztth to grant the Major ſo eaſy 2nd lo juſt a requelt 3 however the ſaid Major 
delired the {aid Soverain and his Landlord to drink a glaſs of Wine with him, which they 
did, and 1n the Afternoon the ſaid Sth coming down into the Kitchen where the Major 
was, did voluntarily cftzr him a Chamber with a Chimney, and carricd him thither, for 
which he thanked him, and offered him ro do all he could to deſerve ſuch a kindneſs. | 

The {aid Smith then told the Major that neither he nor his Servants had any cauſe to 
complain of him, but that the Centinel placed below might be troubleſom, whereupon 
the Major did immediately remove him, and ordered that none ſhould be placed thereany 
more, and detired Mr. Smith to grant him fome Sheets toly in, which the ſaid Mr. Smith 
reiuſed, bidding ihe M.jor to ly in his own ſheets which he uſed in the Kitchin ; bur 
the ſame being dirred, and filled up with Lice by a Beggar Boy that lay by the Fire fide, 
'and agiinf] the Majoi's Bed, he could not make uſe of them. as

Mr. Smith before he left the ſaid Room told the Major he kad ſeveral thipgs of conſequence MN 
ſorfis Truacks' therein, the Major delixed Him to cauſe tie fame to be carried ſome where elſ:, and 
ia the mean time. while the Major was at home, he or his Servants mightat any time come'there: 
and take out what they wanted. _ s 20 ka FMS, 3d p 

Bat in regard the {aid Major had all his Equipage,Goods & Papers of Moment,which mult bernnder 
Lock and Key, he therefore defired the ſaid Smith to give him the Key of the Room, promiſing 
whenever he would go out. to leave it with him again, and give him the ſame Liberty of the Reom 
which he himſelf had, if he would pleaſe to take care of his goods as aforeſaid, which the aid 
Smith refuſing to do, and ſaying he had'no Key to give, the Major then told him he muſt get a” 
Lock, which he accordingly did the next day about-nine a Clock ; and the ſaid Governour's Maa 
being preſent at the Debate, ſaid the Major ſpeaks fair, he is a Reaſonable Man, and cannot do 
better. | 

The ſaid Major likewiſe told the £.id Smith he deſigned to go out of Town the next day bc- 
ing the 27tb of Seprember, and that his Room ſhould all that day, until eleven at night, be lett 
open, that the ſaid Smith or his Servants might take out of it what they wanted; and going out 
of Town accordingly, and leaving ſome Coffze-diſhes for a Captain of the Regiment, the ſame 
were broken by the peop!eE of the Houle. : wy. | 

On the 5th of Oobcy following, the ſaid Major came back again to Ro/s, and finding all the doors 

of the ſaid Smith's Houſe locked up, and his Servants havipg declared to the Major's Man, that 
there was no Quarter for his Malter rhere, the ſaid Major could neither get into his Chamber, nor 
take out his Goods, but was forced to take Lodgings for Money elſewhere. 
- The faid Smith the next day in the morning came to Viſit the ſaid Major in his new Lodgings 
and gave him leave in the afternoon to take 11s Gouds out of the ſaid Smith's Room, on which the 
ſaid Major had put a Horſe's Lock (not finding any other in the Town} to ſecure his own Goods 
while he was avſent. : : | 

The ſaid Sith then ſeemed to he very well ſatisfied with the Major, and ſpake very kindly to 
him, finding every thing in the Room as he had left there, and opening a Trunk, ſhewcd him ſome 
Money he had thzre, and as the Major was taking away a Portmantue, with ſome other of his 
Goods; the ſaid Smith then oifered not only to keep the ſaid Goods, but to let him have the 
fame Room again, if he would ſtay but 5 or 6 days, but it it were for the whole Winter, the ſ:me 
wonld be too truubleſome to him, by rezſon of his Trade and Commerce, which would require 
his being often abroad : And the ſaid Major having thanked the ſaid Smith for his kindneſs, took 
away his own Portmantue, and left the reſt of his Goods in the ſame Room with Mr. Smith, who 
voluntarily offered to keep the ſame 2s aforeſaid. - 

After a!l this, any one may be ſurpriſed at the proceeding of the ſaid Smzth, and the complaint 
made by him againſt the ſaid Major, who hath no other notice thereof than by a Letter from the 
Lords Juſtices, to repair hither to Anſwer the ſaid Complaint againſt him. 

The ſaid Major, on receipt of the Lords Juſtices Letter, immediately repaired to the Soveraign 
of the Town, who being ſatisfied with the ſaid Mayor's innocence and behavicur, gave him the 
Certihcate following. 

By this Publick Inſtrument of Atteſtation and Certificate, be it known unto all Men, T hat on 
or about the 23th of September laſt paſt, Gaſpart Labalme Major in Major-General La Meloniere's 
Regiment, was Quartered by Billet on Mr. Samuel Smith, Merchant, who denicd and refuſed to 
Eive the ſaid Major Labalme a Room or Chamber with a Fire-place or Chimney in it ; tho? the ſaid 
Smith had at the ſame time two Rooms which had Chimneys in, beſides the Room the ſaid Smith 
lay in: And the ſaid Major being i] and indiſpoſed in Body, would not acccpt a Room without a 
Chimney ; and was by that mcans compelled to ſet up his Field-Bed in the Kitchin, upon which 
the ſaid Major continuing ſick, did on or about the 26th of Seprember aforeſaid, deſire me to ſpeak 
to the ſaid Smith about letting the ſaid Major have a Room with a Fire-place, which accordingly 
at the ſail Major's requeſt 1 did, and the ſaid Smith gave for Anſwer, that he would not let him 
have any Chamber with a Fire-place. 1 do alſo further Certifie, that the ſaid Major did not (that 
I know or heard of ) force any Room from the faid Smith, neither did he ever debate or hinder 
the ſaid Smith's Servants to go in or out where he lay, to the beſt of my knowledge; except the 
door which leads to the back-ſide, which the ſaid Major acknowledgeth to have kept ſhut for pre- 
venting the Cold and Wind - That when 1 went into the Kitchin, where the ſaid Major 
lay, 1 ſaw a Naked Fellow with a Ragg on. him in a Beggars Garh or Habit ; whom 
the - Major told me was Inſolently fitting by the Fire, with him as his Companion, and as 
the Major faid placed there by Mr. Smith, and that in ſome time after, the ſaid Smith gave the Ma- 
jor another Room with a Chin:ney in it ; which the ſaid Major as he acknowledges locked up, fox 
the ſecurity of his Guods when he went out of the Town, and was forced to buy a Horſe Lock 
to faſten the Dovr, becauſe the faid Smith refuſed to give him the Key which belonged to that Door, 
and when the {:i4 Major returned back from his Journey he found all the Doors of the ſaid Houſe 
Locked and faſt, ſo that ke could not go to his Chamber to take any of his own Goods, and was 
forced to get Lodginos elſewhere, all which at the requeſt of the ſaid Major Labalme,1 Certifie to 
be ,as aboveſaid, In Witneſs: hereof I have Subſcribed my Name this 7th Day of Ottober, Arno,
